Following this action there 
Was an attempt on the part of Mr. Rosenthal 
to have passed an amendment to bill No. 2, 
embodying the principles which were final- 
ly adopted.

Speaking on the Rosenthal amendment, Mr. 
Burke declared: This shifts the burden of 
proof on the man who has practically been 
condemned by being discharged. He must 
prove in the face of his removal that he is 
neither an inefficient nor a bad public servant. 
Strangely enough, you leave in the law the 
provision that schoolteachers cannot be dis- 
charged until they have had a hearing by 
the school board, but you deny this right to 
policemen. The mere fact that the employé 
has a right to answer his accusers in writing 
and may demand a trial does not remove the 
stigma of being removed.

Referendum and ‘Initiative. 

Although the referendum and initiative bill 
will not go before the legislature as a conven- 
tion recommendation there will be an effort 
on the part of Raymond Robins, Walter Fish- 
er, and others, it is said, to have such a bill 
passed at this session. The bill was pre- 
sented by Mr. Fisher, and provided that no 
ordinance, except for emergency matters, 
should become effective for thirty days after 
finally being approved by the mayor. In 
that time 5 per cent of the registered voters 
might petition for a referendum, and the 
matter would have to go before the people 
at the following regular election. Grants, 
privileges, franchises, and licenses to in- 
dividuals or corporations for more than five 
years could not be classed as emergency mat- 
ters. 

The initiative for any legislation could 
be taken by a petition signed by 12 per cent 
of the voters, consisting of at Jeast 8 per 
cent of the registered voters in a majority 
of the wards. After such initiated legisia- 

on had been passed, unless exactly as pe- 
titioned, the ordinance would again be sub- 
mitted to the people for a referendum vote. 
To adopt a measure would require a majority 
vote of at least 25 per cent of the registered 
voters at that etection. 


Home Rule on Sunday Closing. 

The Sunday regulation ordinance, against 
which the United Socigties have taken such 
a decided stand, gives to the city home rule 
oh the q on of Sunday closin’” and de. 
clares that no provision relative to the closing 
or keeping open on Sunday of places for the 
sale of intoxicating liquor shall take effect 
until submitted to the people for a referen- 
dum vote.

The list had been in Kis hands several days, 
but he had A ee about g the task 
of determifing juat what places could be 
done away with and what ones were subject 
to salary regulation. When finally he took 
it up for active consideration he found eighty- 
eight titles to study oyer, He expressed sur- 
prise that the rest o 710 inspectors on 
the pay roll also did not claim the right to 
precede their names with a few more symbols 
of rank. 
He discovered a ber of exact duplica- 
tlons in different rtments, but his in- 
terest was heid principally by the wide vari- 
ety of inspection duties than can be devei- 
oped in a munſeipality admittedly young. 
,the same titles in several instances were 
found in the pay roils of the board of local 
improvements, the bureau of engineering, 
and the bureau of „ while possible 
consolidation of two or more offices was 
found in several other instances. 


Many Inspectors in Each Bureau. 

The board of local improvements boasts of 
brick, cement, sewer and sewer pipe, house 
drain, and masonry inspectors. The bureau 
of engineering has brick, cement, and ma- 
sonry inspectors. The bureau offsewers em- 


house drain, foreman house drain, house 
drain, and masonry inspectors. The health 
department has plumbing and sanitary in- 
epectors, and the board of local re. 
ments also has plumbing inspectors. 

In spite of all the building inspection facile, 
ities of the building department the board of 
education has an inspector of buildings,of its 
own, and also has an inspector of school prop- 
erty. 

One of the peculiar titles encountered was 
the cement samplers’ and shippers’ inspec- 
tor in the board of localimprovements. That 
same office has a long list of fourteen titles 
which include those of asphalt, sidewalk, 

brick, sewer, sewer pipe, cement curb wall, 

paving, house drain, masonry, and subpaving 
inspectors. The building inspectors have 
their work divided into departments of 
bullding, elevator, and fire escape, and the 
electrical department separates its work into 
electrical, electric light. gas, and gas lamp 


Inspection. ‘ 
Sees Need of Co-operation. 


“This list alone,“ said Chairman Lower, 
“is evidence of a need of organization, stand- 
ardization, cotrdination in the city de- 
partments. e believe they will all work 
together in this matter. Unless the c8uncil, 
which has the duty of fixing salaries, the civil 
service commission, which fixes standards of 
qualification, and the, department heads 
‘who handle the men and their work all agree 
~ J the end to be achieved, we will getmo re- 
Its 


Once the grades throughout all depart- 
ments agg fixed, the duties fully assigned, and 
the salaries for the posts fixed, the civil 
service commission can keep the employés 
in grade. Much has been done along that line 
in the clerical and engineering work, hut the 
inspection has been untouched. The com- 
mission will try to meet the whole situation 
uarely, and I believe the cost of inspec- 
tied can be much reduced. I for one am con- 
fident that such matters of inspection as de- 
fective sidewalks and pavements, street ob- 
structions, and sidewalk obstructions can be 
handled by the police.“

Valparaiso, Ind., who is testifying for the |. 


defense, to her home. Covert swore she made | 
certain. damaging admissions to him. but 
ghe denied all of his assertions except that 
regarding the invitation. 

Covert was one of two volunteer witnesses 
who delivered strong blows at the prosecu- 
tion. but the state asserted it is not in the least 
embarrassed by his statements, and that it 
will offer evidence of peace officers of Val- 
paraiso, Ind., to impeach his testimony. 

The other witness—Mrs. Nellie B. Steb- 
bins, who said she did space on an after- 
noon newspaper and also embroidering at $2 | 
a day—was emphatic in her statement that | 
„1 know that boy didn’t murder Mrs. | 
Thompson She said she called at the office 
of the state’s attorney to tell what she knew, 
but received no encouragement. 

Attorney Erbstein said last night that he 
expected to complete the examination of the 


six remaining witnesses for the defense 


this afternoon, and the case probably will 
go to the jury tomorrow, if not sooner. 


Two Alibis“ Different. 

The case appears to hinge on which of 
two allbis the jury will pin its faith to. 
One of these was given to a newspaper re- 
porter shortly after Mann’s arrest in October, 
and Mann says it is about 65 per cent 
correct.“ The defendant finished reciting 
the other on the stand in the morning. They 
differ materially. 

Though the witnesses heard during the 
day were positive that Mann was at nis 
weighing machine in Riverview park June 
27, when the state alleges he registered at 
the Michigan avenue réoming house “with 
Mrs. Thompson, Mr. Day seemed confident of 
conviction at the adjournment of the after- 
noon session. He did not deny a report that 
he would demand the deatb penalty. 

Mann resumed the stand at the convening 
of court for cross examination of two hours’ 
duration. The Sunday rest refreshed him 
greatly, and he behaved far better than was 
expected under the hot shot from the state. 
When court adjourned, William C. Shaw, a 
handwriting expert, was trying to upset the 
testimony of the state’s expert regarding 
the supposed similarity of J. H. Raymond 
on the rooming house register and the writ- 
ing of Mann. 

Mr. Day’s questions to Mann covered a 
period of a week before and a week after the 
discovery of Mrs. Thompson's body, and 
were put with the evident purpose of teat- 
ing his memory. He brought the witness 
up to his employment with the Robert Johns 
company and his subsequent trip to Phillips- 
burg, Pa., where he was arrested. 


Wheeler Inquiry Allowed. 

“With reference to the statement you 
made Saturday in regard to Inspector Wheel- 
er,” he said, “did he help you drink this 
$1,000 worth of wine?“ 

Mr. Erbstein objected, but the proseeutor 
argued that Mann should not be allowed to 
make statements reflecting upon Inspector 
Wheeler unchallenged. The state’s conten- 
tion was upheld. | 

Were you in a State street sgloon with 
Inspector Wheeler and some negroes?” 
asked Mr. Day. 

es,“ Mann answered.

“I think it was Nov. 7, 1902.” 

The defendant then was brought up to the 
time of his arrest.

Attorney Erbstein again took the witness 
and had him identify checks his father sent 
him while he was in New York, during the 
period Mrs. Thompson was employed as do- 
mestic in his mother’s home. 


Tells of His Elopement. 

Covert was called next. He said he had 
known Mrs. Hamilton since 1905 and that he 
gave her a handkerchief with the initial“ B 
similar to the one found in the mouth of the 
dead woman. 

“ Mrs. Hamilton showed me a key which 
she said belonged to the door of Mrs. Thomp- 
s0n's room,“ testified Covert. ‘ She said that 
three men, the last of whom was tall, dark, 
and weighed about 200 pounds, visited Mrs. 
Thompson on Sunday, June 28.“ 

Mr. Day on.cross examination made Covert 
admit that he went under assumed names at 
different places of employment after coming 
to Chicago with Mrs. Hamilton in 1906. Wit- 
ness stated that he and Mrs. Hamilton re- 
sided together at 219 Sangamon street and 
821 Randolph street. 

Were you ashamed of your real name?” 
asked the prosecutor. 

“No,” replied Covert slowly, “but you 
know I came to Chicago with another man's 
wife and feared arrest for it.“ 

Further questioning brought out the fact 
that Mr. Hamilton caught Covert kissing his

DENVER HOTEL MAN TELLS

Denver, Colo., March 15. — [Special.]— 
Charging that many Pennsylvania delegates 
to the Democratic national convention did 
not pay their hotel bills, Philip F. A. Ryan of 
this city is trying to collect money he claims 
due him. Ryan, who was proprietor of the 
Hotel Tours at the time of the convention, 
says when the delegates from the Keystone 
state arrived most of them were deplorably 
drunk, some so helpless they could not sign 
their names.

When the delegation left 
the hotel Ryan says its members were so 
full of Denver whisky they did not know 
their names. 

Ryan asserts he has a contract signed by 
Kerr, who since has died, guaranteeing the 
full bill of the delegation, and Ryan is try- 
ing to learn where Kerr resided in order to 
put in a claim against his estate.

Both ad- 
mit there is no charter provision under which 
the council has authority to name a mayor 
for any other length of time than “to fill 
the unexpired term” of his predecessor. 


Situation Only More Tangled. 

City Attorney Leslie R. Hewitt read an 
opinion before the council when today’s 
session opened, declaring that the recall 
election must go on, and the candidate then 
elected be seated as mayor of the city. . Act- 
ing on this opinion the council elected 
Stephens. Hewitt has not admitted he was 
wrong, but many prominent attorneys of the 
city disagree with him. 

On the strength of Hewitt’s opinion the re- 
call organization resumed the campaign for 
George Alexander with renewed vigor. The 
Prohibitionists’ and Socialists’ candidates 
are the only ones nominated to contest the 
election. Feeling is bitter against Alexander, 
and many votes will be cast for the other can- 
didates. The situation into which municipal 
affairs have been thrown seems to become 
more tangled every moment. 

A special grand jury panel was drawn to- 
day, and will begin the investigation of 
charges against E. T. Earl, Harper, and 
others on Wednesday. Sensational develop- 
ments are promised. 


Harper Blames Earl for Ruin. 

Harper issued a statement today bitterly 
scoring Earl and declaring his resignation 
was a most stupendous blunder... The for- 
mer mayor is crushed and broken in spirit. 
He is at Corcoran. 

“I will return to Los Angeles and tell the 
grand jury all,” he wrote, though I intend- 
ed never to set foot in the town again. I can 
see now how basély I was tricked. Earl has 
long been my enemy and eager to bring about 
my ruin, A friend told me it was impossible 
to defeat Earl's purpose of putting one of 
his Own creatures in the mayor’s chair ex- 
cept by resigning. In a rage of resentment 
at that moment, I was ready to make any 
sacrifice to defeat his schemes, so I wrote 
my resignation. 

“The loss of the office ie nothing. I am 
heartily sorry I ever entered politics. My 
election as mayor has not- brought me honor 
but shame—not happiness but misery and 
ruin. Even today, after all the misery public 
life has brought, I don’t know the alphabet 
in this game of politics. It is a game I 
did not study before entering office, and I 
was not in office long enough to learn. 

“Up to the time I was made mayor I did 
not have an enemy in the world. Today I 
haven't a friend. I was prosperous. I pos-. 
sessed a substantial fortune and my credit 
was good. My fortune and my oredit now 
are gone, ikewise my reputation. It is prob- 
able my inexperience ag a politician and of- 
fice holder had much to do with my making 
bitter enemies. 


Couldn’t Accept All Advice. 

There were many men who wanted to 
advise me, to guide me, and choose the men 
whom I should t to fill the places of 
the various commissions in the department 
of the city government. 

Earl was one of these men. It was obvi- 
ously impossible to accept all advice and in- 
structions given. It happened, among other 
things, that I did not appoint two men on the 
water commission, although Earl] selected 
them. Then he hated me and determined to 
ruin me. He has succeeded. 

“My duties as mayor took much of my 
time and I was forced to neglect my business. 
This resulted in the melting away of my for- 
tune. Earl, an unscrupulous as well as a 
bitter enemy, chose as his time to begin his 
attack on me the time when my business 
affairs were most involved, the time when it 
was a real hardship for me to pay the en- 
pense of defending myself.“

EXPECT FAVORABLE LAWS 


Harriman Says Aid of “Weaker 
by Stronger Will Start 
a Boom. 


Pasadena, Cal, March 15+—Notwithstand- 
ing all the efforts that have been made to 
prevent combinations among rafiroads, there. 
is evidence today that E. H. Harriman has in 
mind a scheme to bring a mutual un- 
derstanding in regard to traffic arrange 
ments between all the railroads or the coun- 
try and a uniformity of rates that will be 
generally of benefit to the stockholders. The 
conference to be held at Pasadena while Mr. 
Harriman is here, it is believed, will be con- 
cerned more or less with the plan. 

Not all of the railroad men who are to take 
part in the conference, which Mr. Harriman 
still denies will be held, have arrived, and 
nothing of importance has been attempted. 
C. O. Butterworth of the New York Central 
road is expected tomorrow. 


Expects Permission for Merger. 

Mr. Harriman evidently expects that con- 
gress at the special session will make some 
amendmenrts to the laws governing the inter- 
state commerce commission's work which 
will permit of the merger he now has in mind, 
He seemed surprised today over the fact that 
mention of-the matter had not been made 
before. He was asked: 

„How soon do you expect the railroads to 
resume work on the improvements that were 
contemplated before the panic?’ 

“You may say,“ he answered, that as 
soon as an amendment is passed giving the 
interstate commerce commission power to al- 
low the railroads to enter into a mutual 
agreement—that is, permitting the strong 
roads of the country to extend their credit 
and protection over the weaker roads—just so 
soon will long contemplated improvements be 
rushed through to completion. 


Wants Stronger to Aid Weaker. 

“This means, of course, the expenditure 
of an immense amount of money and eventu- 
ally I believe it will result in reduction in the 
cost of. operation and inc 

At the present time, you know, there is 
a clause in the law which prohibits one road 
having any control over a parallel or com- 
peting line. This is what we want changed. 
It is a question of the weaker and the strong- 
er. If the stronger are allowed to come to 
the ald of the weaker roads there will be a 
great betterment of conditions all along the 
line and the employment of thousands of men 
and the opening of many new lines.“ 

Asked whether this would mean a marked 
reduction in rates, Mr. Harriman he pre- 
ferred not to talk of rate reductions. He pre- 
ferred not to talk about the changes which 
it has been said are to be made in the person- 
nel of the officers of the Southern Pacific and 
other roads over which he has control. He 
would not admit there was to be any confer- 
ence or give any reason for the presence of 
so many of his lieutenants in this part of 
the country at this time.

|. LONDON, March 15.—The talk of Europe 


today is all of war, and yet war is unneces- 
sary and even absurd under present circum- 
stances. Servia's reply to Austria is pro- 
nounced everywhere as evasive and unsatis- 
factory. So, perhaps, it is, but it is neither 
defiant nor provocative. The way is still 
open to successful negotiations unless 
Austria is deliberately seeking an excuse for 
crushing her small neighbor. 

The situation in one sense could be im- 
proved if Servia furnished such excuse by 
becoming truculent and aggressive, for then 
it might become possible for Austria to 
trounce her without involving Russla or 
other powers. 

If the truth were told nobody would care 
much if such was the final outcome of exist- 
ing complications. This crisis is said to be 
the direct outcome of the Russo-Japanese 
war. Austria's whole policy is based on the 
assumption that Russia is unable to under- 
take a Balkan war. Were it not for this 
Austria-Hungary, it is said, would not dare 
to pursue her present course. She knows 
Russia will not go so far as to take up arms 
ix behalf of the Serbs unless an outbreak 
of public passion virtually forces her to do 
so. Hence the supreme importance of put- 
ting Servia morally in wrong before taking 
active measures against her. 


Determined to Humiliate Servia. 
This is such an essential preliminary to 
military action that the general opinion that 
Austria will immediately send a decisive 
ultimatum to Belgrade is probably wrong. 
It is more likely the dual manarchy will 
make one more attempt, by ordinary diplo- 
matic means. to induce Servia to abandon het 
military preparations before resorting to 
harsher methods. Nevertheless, it Is clearly 
evident Austria is fully determined to compe! 
Servia to eat dirt qr fight and hopes the Ser- 
ban hotspurs will choose the latter alter- 
native. So they would, without much doubt, 
if left to themselves, but the strongest pres- 
ure from St. Petersburg and western pow- 
ers will be brought to bear in the next two 
or three days at Belgrade and perhaps with 
good effect. 

It must be admitted that the latest de- 
velopments had a most depressing effect upon 
the financial and commercial worlds. A 
lively business was done with Lloyd's on war 
insurance today.

They do not expect us to defend them when 
they are capable of defending themselves. 
They would not be human if they did not dis- 
like our patronege or if they did not object 
fo being classified with Central America. 

One is inclined to speculate on the result if 
Argentina were ‘transposed into the posit 
of the United States. Then Central Americ 
as @ political entity under present conditions 
would not long endure, The house next door 
would have to be put in order. It ought to 
be clear to the South Americans that the 
part we played in Cuba and Panama no more 
suggests an aggressive policy against the 
Spanish speaking peoples as such than the 
punishment of brigands is an assault on the 
rights of mountaineers. If the United States 
had not been a factor to be reckoned with, 
Diaz would long ago have added Central 
America to his realm. 
The history of our relations with Central 
America until Secretary Root's time might 
be expressed by the regulations whicir every 
naval captain ¢arries. We have landed 
marines and. made a certain show of force 
when it was necessary, to protect life and 
property. Every nicety of international 
etiquette has been as sedulously observed as 
if Nicaragua or Honduras were one of the 
great responsible nations of the world, al- 
though on occasion, when one of the wars 
between jealous dictators attracted too much 
attention, we have insiste tt hat peace Snoul 
be made. The fact of our insistence was 
admission of responsibility. We would

The places of 150 striking members of the 
tile layers’ union were yesterday filled with 
nonunion men, and as a result much trouble 
is predicted for today. 

The employers of the tile and mosaic work- 
ers precipitated a crisis, which has been im- 
pending for some time, when they secretly 
recruited nonunion men from neighboring 
cities and installed them in the places of the 
Strikers. Mayor Busse was asked for a 
police guard for the men, but he refused it. 
The employers then placed guards around 
the nonunion men to prevent them being in- 
jured or molested by the strikers’ “ pickets.” 

It is said that the strikers, immediately 
upon learning that nonunion men had been 
employed in their places, hurried to the offi- 
clals of the Associated Building Trades and 
demanded that sympathetic strikes be called 
in order to compel the employers to accept 
terms. Nothing was done, however, in this 
respect, although it was declared that several 
sympathetic ‘*‘ walkouts”’ will result if the 
strike is not settled. 

There will be no sympathetic strikes 
called,“ said a union official, “ although it is 
probable that union men will not work on the 
buildings where the nonunion tile men are 
employed. We cannot afford to involve all 
the building trades on account of the small 
number of men on strike.”

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, March 15.—Steer values averaged 
weak to 10@25c lower. The trade was not active 
in amy particular class of stock, but the inter- 
mediate grades of beeves were the least desired 
by buyers, and they suffered most of tlie loss.
